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Anders Karl is one of the Norwegian relatives and when he 
wrote to us last fall he said that his niece Gjertrud had been 
interviewed for the United World College Program and had 
hoped to attend Lester B. Pearson College in Victoria. But 
more kids qualified than there were places available and 
Gjertrud had not made the final cut and he said she was very 
disappointed because a years study in an English speaking 
school would have made a great difference in her future 
education. He also said that he now doubted that she would 
get the chance to study abroad because unless you are under 
a sponsored program or on a full scholarship only the very 
wealthy can afford to offer their children such an opportunity. 

Ralph and 1 read the letter again and an idea began to take 
root. We couldn’t offer her World College but if she could come 
to us for the summer we could help her with her English and 
see that she saw something of Alberta at least. One of our 
nieces was going to Trollhaugen Culture Camp, maybe 
Gjertrud would like to go with Kate and meet some Norwe- 
gian-Canadian kids that way. Our son and daughter-in-law 
said they would take her camping and shopping, other 
relatives offered weekend entertainment. Summers on the 
farm arc pretty hectic so we knew that we wouldn’t be able to 
take a lot of time to entertain her but surely we could manage 
a day at the Tyrell, maybe a hike in the mountains and a 
couple of local fairs. 

When my friend Betsy stopped in for coffee I mentioned our 
plan to her. "Why not bring her in for the whole school year 
under the Foreign Student Exchange Program," Betsy sug¬ 
gested. "Donna Maynes has a Mexican girl staying with her 
and going to school in Cremona and she will know what the 
possibilities and processes are.” I phoned Donna Maynes. 
Donna was enthusiastic and helpful. 1 called Shirley Van 
Eaton the Superintendent of Schools and Dianne Davies our 
County Councillor and I went to see Elvina Petkau, the 
principal of the school. Everyone was supportive, nobody 
discouraged us. Finally I wrote to Gjertrud and her parents. 
We suggested (hat if she were coming she come early so that 
she could see Alberta in summer. 

And so at this very moment Gjertrud is picking gooseber¬ 
ries at the end of our garden. Next week she will go to camp 
with her newfound cousin Kate and while she is there she will 
teach Norwegian song-dance to the juniors and language to 
the intermediates. Our lodge has offered to sponsor her camp 
fees, my mom has adopted her as a new granddaughter and 
offered to buy her a pair of blue jeans, the dog has become her 
faithful fan and the cat has already figured out that Gjertrud 
responds more quickly to his demands than 1 do. Her Norwe¬ 
gian folk costume (bunad) is hanging in the closet of the new 
room downstairs and she will wear it when she shares her 
culture with her new Canadian friends in Cremona and when 
she helps us at Sons of Norway Lodge functions. She laughs 
kindly at my Gro Harlem Brundtland imitation and not so 
kindly at my efforts to speak Norwegian. After ten years of 
being empty-nesters we are a little unsure about parenting a 
teenager but it will be interest ing to be part of school activities 
again and Gjertrud (who may become Trudy while she is in 
Canada) will undoubtedly become an important part of our 
lives. 

We feel very lucky to have this opportunity to broaden our 
horizons and we sincerely hope that Gjertrud enjoys her year 
here with us. The only real downside is that we already know 
we arc going to miss her when she goes home next July.

An appeal has been launched 
against I he development permit 
for the new curling rink. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey told town council Joyce 
Mullen, on behalf of the Dlds- 
bury Scouts had filed an appeal 
on the permit Issued to the Dlds- 
bury Agri Sportsplex Building 
Committee. 

Constmctlon of the new curl¬ 
ing rink on the northwest side of 
the arena necessitates the re¬ 
moval of the old scout hall lo¬ 
cated beside the cenotaph. Plans 
had been underway to take the 
building apart when the appeal 
was filed. 

"But I believe if we give them 
time there won't be a need for a 
development appeal t>oard."Sto¬ 
rey said. 

Storey said he believed the 
Scouts want more time to have 
the hall moved. 

Construction of the Dldsbury 
Lions' recycling building Is pro¬ 
gressing quickly according to 
Dldsbury Mayor Ray Lea. 

Construction of the building 
had been delayed because of 
the wet weather. 

The roof and sofTlts are now 


being put on by Dldsbury 
Eavestrough. 

No completion date on the 
building has been set. 

Dldsbury FCSS has been 
given the green light to Investi¬ 
gate the possibility of moving Its 
administrative office. 

Currently housed In the town 
office. FCSS made the request 
to undertake a feasibility study 
because of the stigma of being 
Inside the municipal office. 

"I guess (the FCSS) feel that 
because people have to walk 
through the town office, the pro¬ 
grams maybe aren't being used 
as much as they might be." said 
Councillor Dan Peters, council 
representative on the FCSS 
board. 

Inalettertocouncll. the FCSS 
board said having a separate 
location would solve the Intimi¬ 
dation problem plus Increase 
FCSS visibility In Dldsbury. The 
separate location would also al¬ 
low FCSS funded groups to use 
one facility, minimizing rent 
costs for the board. 

But while council agreed to 
the feasibility study, they 
stressed their feeling that a move 
would likely be rejected.

Good and bad 

Congratulations to town department administrators 
who have finally taken up the gauntlet and are working 
towards developing some long range planning for the 
town of Didsbury and its various departments. 

For a long time Didsbury has operated on a reactive 
rather than proactive basis. Changes, planning and 
spending nearly always occurred as incidents arose 
rather than on any type of schedule or plan. 

All business people will tell you a successful business 
needs to now where it should be going, it needs to have 
goals. Even simple household finances operate more 
successfully when they are goal orientated. A town can 
follow the same principles for spending and plan for a 
future with few tax increases rather than just simply 
saying no to any new idea which may cost the town some 




money. 

Unfortunately, that is the way this council is reacting 
to any new ideas that come across their table. A request 
for investigation into the feasibility of housing the FCSS 
in a separate building may be dead before it can even 
start because of the council's fixation on budgetary 
restraint. Strangely enough, this is the same council 
which spent thousands of dollars at the beginning of 
their term for newer equipment- as a long range invest¬ 
ment. Now many are reacting with such tight pockets, 
there is a possibility that good long range ideas may be 
shut down before their value can be realized. 

The majority of members of this council ran an 
election campaign stating their belief in the need for long 
term planning. They argued the need to create a better 
working relationship between municipal departments. 
Now they seem to only wish to follow that argument up 
if it doesn’t cost anything over the short term. That kind 
of thinking will only take the town down the same path 
of piece meal planning and last minute scrambling. 
Many of the departments under council have worked out 
long range plans for themselves; it’s time council worked 
along the same principles. It may be more work for them, 
but that’s what they’re paid to do. 

Quote of the week: 

“Ifyou talk to all the government pilots they all say the 
same thing, that it's the best in the province. They really 
have to be commended, the place is just like a park."

What makes Canada 
Post Corporation the experts on 
what Is best for our households? 

Everyone has a genuine rea¬ 
son for choosing the particular 


mode of receiving their mall. 
Whether It Is being that that 
particular town Is where they do 
all their business, or maybe they 
work there every day. or maybe 
It is a place not out of their way 
to travel to their place of busi¬ 
ness. etc. Most people have had 
their post office boxes for a pe¬ 
riod of time: some have had 
possession for as many as 60 
years. And now they are told to 
change their addresses — not 
asked If they mind changing but 
rather told, or pay the price. If 
Gen. Del. Is requested the cost 
of this service is $50. 

A number of places where 
people are told to move to do not 
have enough boxes to accom¬ 


modate the extras being sent 
there by Canada Post, leaving 
Gen. Del. — What kind of con¬ 
venience Is this? For whom? — 
What happened to our demo¬ 
cratic country — to freedom of 
choice? Rural Canadians are 
ordered to pay the price or lose 
their boxes. 

If they can deliver mail to 
Canadians In the city from house 
to house for free, why are rural 
Canadians being told to pay for 
the same service? If the rural 
Canadians are willing to go to a 
destination to pick up their mall 
at no cost to Canada Post (to 
deliver directly to our homes) 
what skin Is It off Canada Post’s 
nose? Why should there be any 


boundaries In the first place? 
Why should rural Canadians 
have to change their address on 
land titles, power bills, AGTbllls. 
etc.? 

We rural Canadians have 
been sending complaints to 
Canada Past since 1991 and 
continually get the same reply - 
- there Is no way Canada Post 
can let the boundaries drop. If 
you wish todo things best suited 
to your household — pay the 
price. Too bad that Is our only 
mode of postal services, they 
feel rural Canadians hands are 
tied. 

We are appealing to you the 
people as fellow Canadians who 
live In a democratic country to 


give us niral Canadians a help¬ 
ing hand In letting Canada Post 
Corporation know that this Is 
not democratic and rectify the 
situation by not Imposing 
boundaries at all. Please let your 
local government. Canada Post 
and the rest of Canada know we 
still have a democratic country.

sion. We must demand the pro¬ 
hibition of certain very danger¬ 
ous and unjustifiable firearms, 
such as handguns and military 
assai i It weapons. and si rlct con¬ 
trols on all firearms. 

Concordia University has 
been advocating stronger gun 
control and supporting the ac¬ 
tivities of the Coalition for Gun 
Control for a number of years. It 
Is now time for us. as Canadi¬ 
ans. to take a stronger stand or. 
this important Issue and show 


that we take our responsibili¬ 
ties as free citizens seriously. 
This Is especially true given the 
overwhelming support of indi¬ 
vidual Canadians for stronger 
gun control.

been sold for $8,500. Everyone 
has been aware that this house 
would be vacant as of Septem¬ 
ber 1. 1993. The offer made was 
sight unseen and a guarantee 
that the house would be re¬ 
stored to Its original state. This 
plus the fact that the town would 
not have to do any preliminary 
major repairs was a factor to 
consider. Not even members of 
Council knew what state the 


concerns In writing so that they 
could be looked at when the 
Town negotiates the develop¬ 
ment agreement with Columbia 
Rail. Maybe not all of the con¬ 
cerns could be dealt with, but 
some of them could. 

Council has accepted an of¬ 
fer to purchase the Habermehl 
property. The house and 74 feet 
of the lot has been sold for 
$45,000: the other 26 feet has 


to do so. Based on this. Council 
felt they could not pursue this 
request at this time. 

Council recently met with 
delegates of taxpayers regard¬ 
ing two public hearings. The 
first public hearing was In re¬ 
gards to the closure of a lane at 
12th Avenue and 22nd Street. 
The lane Is being used as a 
thoroughfare and causing prob¬ 
lems. A taxpayer who Is a regu¬ 
lar user of the lane objected to 
the lane being closed off be¬ 
cause It allowed him better ac¬ 
cess to his front property. After 
careful consideration. Council 
felt the use of the lane was not 
for public traffic but Tor garbage 
pickup and rear entry to local 
taxpayer's property and decided 
to proceed with the closure by¬ 
law. 

The second public hearing 
was in regard to the rezoning of 
a subdivision proposal for prop¬ 
erty south of 12th Street and 
23rd Avenue. Although the del¬ 
egations had no objections to 
the rezoning of the property from 
R2 to Rl. they did have some 
questions regarding the subdi¬ 
vision. Their concerns were In¬ 
creased traffic on 22 St. and 
12th Ave.. the view of the rear 
yards as you drive along 23rd 
Avenue and what would be done 
to 12th Street as It Is already In 
bad condition. Mayor Ray Lea 
thanked everyone for coming 
and presenting their concerns.
